Accompangrlnf  this  report  will  be  found  the  annual  reports  of  the  Tarious 
departments  and  agencies  of  the  College  lor  the  sane  period* 

I  DEVELOPulK.NTS 

Statistical  data  which  Indicate  the  general  status  of  the  Colle^  are  to 
be  found  in  the  last  section  of  this  report.     These  data  Include  tlte  following 
iteiBS*     The  Hating  of  tnese  items  nay  be  interspersed  by  orief  conmants. 

Faculty  Training,  Experience^   iiank,   Assignments  and  C&an>;es 

The  College  continues  to  hold  its  hij^h  ranking  position  as  to  faculty 
preparation.     A  total  of  71  full-tine  faculty  asAbers  on  the  Regular  Payzx>ll 
are  distributed  at)  follows i     55i  doctor's  deiprees  or  equivalent  preparation; 
31^  sixty  semester  hours  or  aore  of  (:raduate  stuc^;  lU^  master's  degrees. 
The  full-time  faculty  oMnbers  of  Veterans'   Payroll  and   the  part-tliae  faculty 
mei^ers  on  both  Re;nilsr  and  Veterans'   Payrolls  do  not  hole  to  an  equally  nigh 
standard.     Because  of  transfers  of  faculty  aeiabei^  frou  Veterans'    to  Re^lar 
Payroll,   and  the  advanced  study  by  individual  aeoberSf   the  nuabers  having 
doctor's  degrees  and  sixty  seiaester  hours  of  graduate   study  have  increased  by 
k  and  6  respectively.      The  Legislature  has  been  hi^^hly  cooper^itive  in  financiof 
necessary  transfers  from  the  Veterans'   Payroll   to  the  Regular  Payroll. 

L^st  year  it  was  pointed  out  that  because  of  faculty  increases  (priaarlly 
at  the  Instructor  level)   to  meet  Increased  enroilaeiits  in  the  post-war  years, 
a  oonslderable  number  would  soon  reach  their  asAlauas  for  their  rank.     This 
nuaber  now  totals  Hi,   12  of  whom  are  fully  qualified  for  advancement  in  runk. 
It  is  iaportant  that,   in  spite  of   the  highly  re:;iaeatal  "aaxiaxia  reserve" 
ruling  governing  proiictions,   the  Finance  Office  reco^ise  and  act  upon  this 
problea  in  accordance  «lth  a  reasonable  plan,     fiecause  of  the  uncertainty  of 
earned  promotions  and   salary  promotions,  6  faculty  roembers  have  resigned  and 
r3aLized  iromotlons  In  other  fields.     They  inoludei     Lawrence  G«    Campbell,   to 
Teachers  Collo   e,   Coluiobla  Universltyj   Dt»  J.   Stephen  Jaloore,   to  Scnool  of 
Education,  "ew  York  University}  Cr.   Richard  H.   Laa^kln,   to  Buffalo  State 
Teachers  Colle/^j  Miss  barbers  bird,   to  Brookings  Aosearch  Institute,  iaahin^'ton, 
D.  C.j  Hiss   Klalne  Newton,  private  work  in  artj  tfiss  Annette  L.    vood.   Head  of 
Department  of  Speech  and  Dramatics,  Now  Jersey  College  for  loaen.

19U9-5>0  -  99«     Over  trtb  saioe  period  the  total  nTun.b«r  of  woaen  in  the  College 
was  distributed  as  follows  i     19h^h6  -  197 1  19U6-}i7  -  556;  1917-1*0  -  691; 
19Ud-li9  -  563;  19U9-S'0  -  ii79.     It  nay  alao  be  noted  that  durinr  this  saae 
five  ye&r  period  the  nuabor  of  w-men  in  the  College  varied  only  slightly,    or 
fron  6l5  to  6d5*     because  of  the  shortaf;:e  of  teachers,   the  College  has 
racogniied  the  policy  of  acceptinp  more  non-veterans  ae  the  number  of  veterans 
d«er«ased«     However,  because  of   the  extreme  shortape  of  building  facilities, 
this  policy  has  not  b-jen  put  Into  full  operation.     Therefore,   the  total 
enrollaent  fip,ures  for  the  five  year  period  have  ranked  respectively  as

19h7-l4d  -  107;  19l4d-U9  -  61*;  19h9-SO  -  7U.     122  of  the  total  of  516  on 
advanced  standing  were  formerly  iiontclair  State  Teachers  Colle.:e   students* 
Again,   it  nay  be  noted   that  the  highest  figures  fall  Into   the  years  when  the 
G.   I.  Bill  of  Rights  made  adoissions  aost  attractive. 

A  review  of   Table  V,  whloh  follotis,   irxllcates  that  the  principal  causes 
for  withdrawals  of  students  ovor  tha  five  ye^r  period  were«      (1)   lack  of 
funds  -  106;   (2)   disoiissal  because  of  low  ^ades  -  67. 

Table  VI   indicates  tnat   che  period  when   veteran  enrolLtient  was  highest 
the  major  fields  of  interest  which  proved  most  popular  were  Business  Education, 
Uatheoiatice,   Science  and  Social  Studies. 

Data  relative  to  earollraents  for  graduate  study  and  the  Master's  degree 
were  only  slightly  influenced  by  the  G.   I.  Bill  of  Rights,  ana  particularly 
for  the  years  19U6-ii7  and  19li7-iiO.      The  hij.:hest  number  of  fully  matriculated 
students  for  the  Master* s  degree  was  durine  the  past  year  of  19U9-50»  when 
the  total  went  to  560.      During  the  same  year,   137  were  graduated  with  the 
Raster's  degree.

Major  Developtcanta 

A  multitude  of  somenNbat  e^ecific  developments  lul^^ht  be  listed  for  th« 
college  year  19U9'-50.      Those  of  somenhat  wgor  importance  include: 

The  organisation  of  a  3ar  Moaorial  Project^   the  purpose  of  which  is  to 
raise  funds  for  a  student  activities  buildln,.^  at  the  State  Teachers  College 
at  Montol&ir.     CoiiJiU.tte«s  to  direct  this  fund  have  been  organised,   and  the 
enterprise  has  been  incorporated* 

A  $10  million  bond  issue  bill  had  been  proaoted  to  the  point  of  paseage 
by  unanimous  vote  in  the  State  Asseiabljry  only  to   be  held  up,   enended,  and 
killed  in  the  Senate.     This  project  was  state-wide  in  acopsj    involved 
extensive  public  relations,   axri   the  organisation  uf  comalttees  involving 
lay  groups,   students,    aluinni,  and  faculty. 

The  School  of  Coiiservation,   held  at  Lake  Wapal&nne  in  Stokes  State 
Forest,  has  gone   into  its  second  year  under  the  leadership  of  Dean  Partridge* 
Dr«  Partridt^e,  wita   the  help  of  Dr*  Morrison,   has  oade  a  spleauid  success 
of  this  enterprise,  considering  that  it  is  in  its  second  year.     The   total 
attendance  of  the  various  groups  &ttendlng  the  Consei-vation  School  has 
amounted  to  over  dOO. 

The  ori-'sniaation,   equipra^nt,   and  services  of  the  Departj.ent  of  Teaching 
Aids,   or  Bureau  of  New  Tools  for  Learning,  have  oade  am  advanceaent  in 
keeping  with  the  ia^^ortauce  of  its  function,     ikith  the  help  of  the  Sloan 
Foundation  It  has  won  for  itself  a  position  of  high  rank  aaong  the  institutions 
of  higgler  education  in  the  United  States. 

The  China  Institute,   or  v.urks'iop,  has  had  its  most  successful  year, 
attracting  an  enrcllmtmt  of  15>0.     The  success  of  this  institute  deffionstrates 
the  valuA  of  cooperation  with  lay  leaders  axxl  ooununity  and  state  organisations. 
The  College  nignt  woll  look  forward  to  other  institutes  or  workfliuve  of  lt« 
Vp«  *ith  sifidlar  or -animations  and  leaaership. 

A  ci'cst  aeal  ia  being  said  by  le^^islatoni  aiid  eauoational  leaaers  aoout 
the  functions  of  the  State  Teachers  College  at  Montolair.     Clocusslona 
indicate  a  definite  interest  in  a  comprehensiTo  prograa  including  elementary 
education.     This  problem  is  rither  deeply  involved.     However,  as  soon  aa  a 
decision  is  reached,   for  or  against,   it  would  help  consldcrabl/  In  the 
administration's  effort  to  plan  for  the  future.

Sorthem  are*  of  the  State.     In  order  to  iri^rore  the  organisation,   profTaaie 
and  standards  of  this  Division,   Dr,  Otis  C.   Ingebritsen  has  bsen  appointed 
to   the  position  as  chairi&an  ol"  tne  Grauuate  CiXitaittae,  Vkhich  is  ver/  si    liar 
to  «  desnship  of  tl.  oate  Division.     Ifrujer  iiis  leadership,   tofethsr  vlth  the 

cooperation  of  hi*  ^■.....^.  ^tce  uiembers  raprusentlng  the  yarlons  d«partaient«, 
thm  Qraduate  Division  has  been  strengthened  considerably.     Its  objectives , 
organisation,  pro^-raas,   and   standards  have  been  olearljr  defined.

reoeipte  will  decline,  and  it  appears  that  the  College  is  being  led  into  a 
vicious  olroXe  which  can  lead  only  to  the  destroction  of  a  wttll-oonceived 
and  effective  program.

Introduction 

The  orrice  of  the  Dean  of  Instruction  has  been  a  bvmj  and  iA->  i 

teresting  place  during  the  past  year.  The  variety  of  enterprieee  in  <vhich         i 
the  meB^>er8  of  this  office  participate  brings  thnn  into  contact  with  mmy  \ 

studMite  and  staff  members  as  -?*cll  as  with  the  visiting  public.  In  a 
sense,  the  Dean's  Office  is  the  crossroads  of  the  college  nhore  the  prsblsns 
of  the  faculty  and  the  students  and  contacts  with  certain  outside  nro\^ 
eoa»  into  focus.  j

Because  of  the  quality  of  the  teactiing  staff  and  the  traditions  | 

which  have  been  established  at  "'ontclair,  there  are  relatively  few  problems         ! 
i^ich  arise  involving  thi  instn.xcti(»ial  pro^Mi  of  the  college  itself.  The         ^ 
«aJor  share  of  tlie  enerjiiy  expended  in  the  Dean's  Office  has  gam   in  the 
direction  of  sp^oial  projects  and  in  meeting:  tbs  eadseoeiss  vhleh  arise  from 
limited  or  insdefoate  facilities.  There  is  a  oenstsst  BS«d  te  dsvelop  i 

projects  "^diich  bring  tho  student  body  togetlier  in  a  common  effoi*t.  In  such        • 
a  ymy  It  is  possible  in  port  to  make  up  for  the  necessity  of  forgolsc  ' 

rsfttlsr  rooeral  assemblies  T^.ere  everyone  in  V.m   coUe;^  can  be  fnenbers  of 
the  £?x)up  to£;cther. 

The  intanp:ible  thinf»  known  as  coUe^^e  spirit  is  extremely  liqportant 
in  the  professional  developcient  of  the  stuiicnts,  and  -whatever  success  is 
achieved  is  brought  about  as  a  result  of  painstaJcin^,  effort  in  rorkiniT  with 
sasll  groups  and  in  reachin.q  the  students  tlirough  existing  channels. 

A  certain  araount  of  pro  t^^ss  i^ias  been  mads  in  tfas  direction  of 
curriculum  revision.  There  are  still  inany  needs  in  this  area,  out  by  and 
large  the  success  of  the  students  as  teachers  in  New  Jersey  bespeaks  the 
q\iality  of  the  curricular  concepts  and  the  nature  of  the  instraction  which 
goes  on  within  the  curIdc^iIu]&• 

Curriculum  Revision 

During  the  year  a  nuaber  of  developments  have  occurred  in  connection 
with  the  college  curricula.  These  have  come  about  for  tlie  aost  part  as  a 
result  of  faculty  meetlnc:s  and  departnental  discussions. 

The  reprinting  of  the  undergraduata  bulletin  provided  an  opportunity 
for  considerin,  a  rnanber  of  ctirriculum  chaBgaa  in  li^ht  of  the  stated  objae* 
tivas  of  the  collego.  After  due  consideration  by  dapartsMnt  heads  eoneemed, 
the  Administrative  Council,  and  where  advisable  with  the  faculty  as  a  whole* 
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Annual  ileport  of  th«  Dean  of  Inatruction,  19\x9  -  1950,  pace  2 

the  follovdnc  revisiona  have  been  made  in  the  college  (rurrlc\ilum  and  In  the 
entrance  requireoenta • 

!•  It  haa  been  evident  for  some  time  that  unncualljr  j:oo<i  stndenta 
have  been  tiimed  away  from  the  collej;^  l^ecanse  of  the  tiro-year  lanf?iap;e  require- 
ment for  Ed!ni3sion  to  all  curriciila  except  that  of  boaineaa  edttcatioo.  Tbe 
Administrative  Coxincil  haa  discussed  tliia  matter  over  a  period  of  yeara.  During 
the  past  academic  year  scsne  specific  cases  carae  to  the  attention  of  the 
acbainistratioa  i^ich  i*ere  of  such  a  nature  as  to  cacose  the  Council  to  adopt 
the  following  policy: 

Upon  recoaaniendatlon  of  the  hif^  school  principal  concerned 
substitutions  for  the  units  listed  above  ray  be  made  for  an  atpplicant 
who  la  in  the  highest  quarter  of  his  fnraduatlni^  class.  When  a  request 
for  a  substitution  of  tJiis  kind  is  mada,  it  Tdll  be  considered  by  a 
special  coi.imittee  consisting  of  the  head  of  the  laajor  department 
concerned,  the  Director  of  Admissions,  and  the  Dean  of  Instruction.  If 
the  above  named  co^iniittee  reconmends  that  a  substitution  be  raada,  the 
raoonaandation  will  be  referred  to  the  President  of  tlie  ^ollere  for  a 
final  decision* 

As  ^.-et,  very  few  exceptions  have  been  made  on  the  basis  of  the 
above  policy, 

2.  ::;cholr.rship  Requireinents  for  Grad'j.atlon 

Previous  studies  of  the  actual  mai'^-cinn      Ices  at  the  Montclalr 
State  Teachers  College  have  indicated  that  the  avL-___  nark  is  more  nearly  a 
B  than  a  C.  *hcre  is  a  definite  skewtni.^  on  the  curve  toward  the  liifher  marka. 
This  has  ''>een  a  natter  of  concern  for  sonetime,  and  it,  no  doubt,  has  stemad 
partially  out  of  the  .graduation  requirerrtent  of  a  point  average  of  2,125  for 
atudents  admitted  as  freshinen  as  this  is  glij;htly  above  a  C  avcraj^,  TW.S  haa 
tended  to  -lake  students  and  faculty  weiAers  alike  feel  that  a  nark  of  C  is  a 
definite  penalty  to  the  student  instead  of  bein^  i*iat  it  should  be,  the 
average  mark.  The  problem  of  marking  and  the  raarklng  system  has  been  dis- 
cussed at  various  times  in  faculty  ineetin?:3,  and  as  a  result  of  these  dis- 
cussions this  past  j-ear  the  faculty  finally  voted  to  reduce  tha  gr^nation 
requirement  for  students  adnitted  aa  freshBiBn  to  a  strai:-iit  C  anraraga  or  2.O. 
This  haa  neant  a  general  revision  downward  fca*  students  adbittad  at  vario«a 
levels  aa  folloy-'S: 

a«  Students  admitted  as  freshnen  2.0 

b.  Students  admitted  as  sonhoflwr^a  2.13 

c*  Students  adndtted  as  juniors  and  seniors      2.25 

3«  Cultural  ^ackc^round  Courses 

A  nuober  of  faculty  sjeetings  over  the  past  two  yaara  have  been  held 
which  hava  cantered  around  the  catalog  description  of  the  ganaral  ai^roach  to 
our  cultural  backrround  courses  as  outlined  in  the  catalog.     The  reneral 
conclusion  liiich  cffloe  out  of  these  -Teetin^-'s  was  that  the  ca^aloj  descriptiona 
presented  an  excellent  concept  of  cultxiral  backo;round  educaticm  but  'ttiat  for 
various  reasons  the  college  had  drifted  away  fron  the  procedures  as  outlined 
in  the  catalog.     In  order  to  redirect  the  content  and  nethod  of  sorae  of  tha 
freshman  offerinfS  it  waa  felt  tliat  a  plan  slK>uld  be  orj^aniaed  to  conduct  at 
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Anniial  ::eport  of  the  Dean  of  Instruction,  19h9  -  1950,  pa^e  3 

l»«Bt  cmo  section  of  the  freshmen  in  a  combined  r/orld  Literatiire  and 
Civilisation  and  Citizenc'    ->ur8e,  i*ierein  the  tuo  inotructora  Trould  ba 
free  to  participate  in  botj.  ^._rioda  and  woA   torether  in  presenting:  the 
literature  and  the  liistorical  epochs  of  noan  in  a  unified  co\ira«.  In  satting 
up  the  fall  schedule  provision  for  this  courve  ma  natim,   and  it  is  e3q>ect«d 
that  a  careful  evaluation  will  be  made  of  the  oethods  puraued  in  this 
cxperiinentnl  rrograra, 

U»  The  ^5eech  We,^,or 

After  d\iB  consideration  by  the  facJ-ty  at  Montclair  a  proposal  iraa 
nade  tlirough  the  State  "r«partr3ent  of  :riiication  to  the  State  ^oard  of  Education 
that  a  new  spsaeh  major  be  instituted  at  Montclair,  This  proposal  was  approved 
by  the  itats  3oard  of  'ducation,  and  courses  instituting  the  new  raajor  were 
written  into  the  curricula  and  the  schedule  for  the  fall  of  1950, 

5«  Elewntary  Education 

In  order  to  cooperate  with  the  State  Department  of  Education  and  to 
help  meet  a  gro-vdng  need  for  elencntary  school  teachers,  a  nuaber  of  courses 
have  been  offerftd  over  tlie  past  few  years  in  the  field  of  eleraentary  education. 
The  fact  that  student?  could  tnlce  tliese  courses  with  tiie  hope  of  attaining 
provisional  or  teinporary  certification  at  a  later  date  made  it  possible  for  a 
muaber  of  students  to  accept  pooitions  in  the  eleinentary  schools.

FIRST  SESSION 

Camp  Leadership  Institute 

June  4  to  IS  inclusive 
This  course  is  primarily  for  physical  education  majors 
aiui  includes  intensive  instruction  in  swimming,  diving, 
water  sports,  boating,  canoeing,  safety,  camp  leadership, 
folk  dancing,  and  recreational  activities.  Students  ar(; 
also  given  instruction  in  camp-craft,  outdoor  cooking, 
nature  study,  and  conservation.  Students  can  c^ualify 
for  Red  Cross  certification  during  this  course.  Registra- 
tion for  tiiis  institute  is  through  Panzer  College,  East 
Orange.

SECOND  SESSION 

June  I  9  to  29  inclusive 
This  session  is  primarily  for  under-graduates.     During 
the  eleven-day  period  the  student  may  register  for  one  of 
the  following  courses; 

Integration  441,  Conservation  Education 

The  social,  economic,  and  scientific  implications  of 
conservation  are  considered  together  in  this  course.  Dis- 
cussion jicriods  are  interspersed  with  field  trips  to  forest 
areas  and  demonstrations  of  conservation  problems.  Out- 
side experts  will  bring  special  contributions  in  their  fields. 
Visual  aids  will  be  used  extensively. 

Credit:     2  semester-hours. 

Physical  Education  410,  Water  Safety  and  First  Aid 

This  course  includes  intensive  instruction  in  swimming, 
diving,  water  sports,  boating,  canoeing,  water  safety,  and 
first  aid.  Students  can  qualify  for  Red  Cross  certification 
during  this  course. 

Credit;     2  semester-hours. 

Integration  440,  Camping  Education 

This  course  is  designed  to  prepare  students  for  posi- 
tions in  summer  camps.  The  areas  covered  will  include 
nature  lore,  traft,  overnight  trips,  outdoor  cooking, 
woodcraft,  evening  programs,  and  a  general  philosophy 
of  camping  education. 

Credit:      2  semester-hours.

THIRD  SESSION 

July  5  to  23  inclusive 
The  following  sessions  offer  opportunities  for  teachers- 
in-service,  senior,  and  graduate  students  to  pursue  special 
courses  during  short  periods  of  the  summer.  Credits 
for  these  courses  may  be  applied  for  graduate  or  under- 
graduate credit  at  the  Montdair  State  Teachers  College, 
Newark  State  Teachers  College,  and  Trenton  State 
Teachers  College,  subject  to  approval  in  advance  by  the 
institution.

The  ulen  nidge  i^ublic  Schools  throtiish  the  personal  interest  of  the 
supei^/isin^  principal.  Dr.  John  Millican,  adopted  a  plan  to  proswte  Caap 
liApalanne  asKOg  the  children  of  Glen  Ridge  and  to  encourage  the  teachers  in 
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that  system  to  participate.  After  a  consldarable  amomit  of  followup,  it 
appeared  that  there  ivoiild  be  some  participation  on  tha  part  of  the  children 
from  Glen  Ridra  but  not  enough  to  fill  the  caap  with  aa  many  caopars  aa 
ivere  needed  to  make  the  camp  pigr.  The  reapcmee  fron  the  Qlen  Ridge  teachera 
iraa  very  poor*  Consequently,  a  laore  extensive  campaign  wae  organized  in  the 
8<±ioola  of  ItontclGdj:,  CaldTfell,  and  3loomfield*  Letters  nere  prepared  to  go 
to  the  parents  of  the  children  in  the  fifth,  sixth,  seventh,  eir^th,  and 
ninth  grades  of  the  schools  of  these  eonmiunities.  Personal  appearances  nere 
made  by  Mrs.  i  artrid^  ^o  was  then  enploycd  for  tlie  canip  through  Peterson 
State  Teachers  College  and  by  the  Dean  of  Instruction  iAu>  visited  a  mober 
of  schools  himself*  As  a  result  of  these  personal  visits  and  the  mailing's  to 
the  parents,  postal  cards  were  returned  from  the  parents  ■■ho  signified  in- 
terest. These  "sere  then  followed  up  personally  by  telephone  ealls  and  personal 
visits. 

It  is  felt  that  the  recrultinc  problem  for  the  children's  cawp  for 
the  coming  year  will  be  q\ilte  sia^ile  since  the  value  received  at  the  canyi  is 
exceptional,  and  the  campers  yiao  have  been  there  will  ^30  \\sx»   satisfied  and 
enthusiastio  about  the  camp.

Such  evaluation  progroHl  are  a  vital  part  of  the  profesaiwrud 
education  eaq^erience  of  adidjiiatrators.  It  is  an  excellent  way  to  beeooM 
acquainted  ^t'l  the  educac-icmal  'rouleas  of  other  institutions  and  to  fain 
ideae  froa  others  \6io   are  encaf.ed  in  educ?-tional  ^ftork.  Farticipaticm  in 
these  evaluations  does  not  involve  any  expenditure  on  the  part  of  the   -ate 
of  Me-ff  Jerae-'  -  ince  travel  esq^enditures  arc  paid  by  the  aseociatione  or  by 
the  institutions  involved. 


General  Hecoaaeradations 

1.  During  the  past  year  the  ref:ulcr  woric  of  the  Dean's  Office  has 
suffered  due  to  pressure  of  special  projects,  especially  the  Hew  Jersey  3  late 
School  of  Conservation.  Now  that  the  School  of  Conaervation  is  successfully 
launched,  it  is  wsll  tliat  the  direction  of  the  proJ«et  be  taken  over  by  seai 
qiialified  person  iidio  has  adequate  time  to  develop   the  project. 

2.  Assoably  prograaa  are  a  vital  part  of  tiie  experiessoe  a  student 
should  have  in  college.  Even  thoo^  it  is  not  possible  to  accOMMdate  all  the 
students  at  one  tjjoe  indoors,  the  extra  ^lork  and  planning  ^rhich  are  neceasary 
to  have  anaaseobly  psy  off  in  student  learnings  and  attitudes.  Even  if  funds 
for  nmr  buildings  are  fortliconiin^,  it  rill  be  many  months,  peztiapa  years 
before  a  suitable  auditoriun  is  available.  In  the  meantime  there  are  several 
ways  in  i^ich  the  ainount  of  energy  and  tine  involved  in  presenting  an 
assenibly  prolan  can  be  reduced.  Serious  consideration  should  be  glTsn  to 
the  following: 

a.  Uovable  ylatf orris  that  can  be  used  as  an  iiqprovised  sta^e 
in  the  pymnasiua.  A  set  of  benches,  stxirdily  built  and  of 
uniform  size,  woiild  suit  this  purpose.  Ilhen  not   in  use  as  a 
platfont,  these  benches  could  be  used  as  seats  around  the 
gjonaslmu 
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b.  More  foldlBf  ^tk^Xft 

c.  Movable  and  foldlnr  bleachera 

d.  Uovabla  drapes  in  one  end  of  the  gTanaeium  to  Inprore  the 
aeoostlcs.  Plane  for  these  hare  already  been  developed. 

3.  Experience  has  sho-wn  that  because  of  the  vay  iMliday*  fre<it>entlj 
fall  on  week  ends  during  the  >'all  ^^emester,  Friday  classes  and  especially 
laboratories  suffer  more  than  any  other  day  of  the  week.  Thanksi^irinri  the 
Faculty  Institute^  and  the  NJEA  all  involve  a  Fri^iay,  and  usually  the 
Christmas  recess  is  planned  in  such  a  vray  as  to  utiiLize  the  ireek  end.  Soae 
consideration  should  be  given  to  the  use  of  Mondays  instead  of  Fridays  for 
at  least  one  of  these  occasions^  namely  the  Faculty  Association  aeeting* 
The  Christmas  Holidays  also  !xdf;ht  be  set  with  the  Friday  problem  in  mind* 

U*  Durinr  the  poet-war  /ears  ^ile  cronded  conditions  prevailed 
at  the  college,  it  becaioe  necessary  to  reduce  the  nT»A>er  of  supervisory  visits 
to  student  teachers  from  a  total  of  six  to  four.  As  enrollment  decreases,  it 
advisable  to  return  to  the  policy  of  six  visits  wherever  possible.

5*  For  sozae  years  there  has  boen  a  feeling  aaong  a  number  of  staff 
that  actual  teaching  experience  sliould  ecae  earlier  than  the  senior 
year.  Some  teachers  coller^os  provide  actual  cxpeidenoes  in  a  teaching  situation 
as  early  as  the  sophonore  ;iBar  -A-hile  a  still  larger  number  provide  it  in  the 
junior  year.  The   proposal  to  have  the  juniors  :to   out  into  public  schools  for 
a  period  of  at  least  one  week  should  be  carried  out,  and  the  results  of  the 
experience  should  be  carefully  evaluated, 

6,  The  Graduate  Cormnittee  of  the  Collef]:e  has  been  performinr  a 
splendid  service  in  helping  to  develop  policies  Tfith  rej^ard  to  the  jjraduate 
offerincs.  The  time  has  arrived  v?hen  a  serious  study  should  be  made  of  the 
graduate  student  needs  and  -nhat  happens  to  those  i«ho  take  the  various  types 
of  prorraias  offered.  Does  the  Administration  and  Supervision  course  of  study 
really  help  aspiring  administrators,  or  do  classroom  teachers  choose  it  as  a 
oonvenient  ladder  \q>  the  salary  scale?  Data  need  to  be  gathered  to  hel^)  to 
answer  these  azid  other  questions.

During  19li9  -  1950  the  cust<Mn  of  serving  dinner  on  extension  nlrhts  to 
graduate  students  was  revived.  It  had  been  dropped  for  several  vears  because 
of  thff  over  crowded  condition  of  the  dining  room,  Twenty-nln«  students 
availed  themselves  of  this  orivilege. 


yaghing  Machines 

\fter  nuch  investigation  throe  crashing  -nachln'»s  were  installed  on  t^ie 
camrras  for  the  uae  of  the  students.  Two  were  put  Into  the  -usr  laundry  for 
the  Chanln  and  ^hiss  p:lrls  and  one  in  Robert  Hall  for  the  boy'i  dormitories. 
They  have  oroven  to  be  extensively  used  and  very  pooular. 
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The  Student  Oovemment  Association  /"xecntlTe  ?oard  during  the  oast 
/ear  was  an  active  force  In  the  life  of  the  college  and  did,  I  think,  an 
•xtraordinarlly  good  Job,  In  cooperation  with  the  AAalnletration  any  import- 
ant projects  were  completed.  In  the  first  place,  the  Board  rerised  its  con* 
stttutlon  and,  after  publishing  in  the  "ontclarlon  the  new  constitution  In  Its 
entirety  as  well  as  the  major  proposed  changes  as  separate  units,  conducted 
a  vote  mong  the  whole  student  bod/.  The  re/ised  constitution  waa  aojrored 
b/  the  student  bod/.  The  Board  also  put  its  finances  on  a  sound  working  basis 
00  that  the  money  which  it  receives  and  distributes  may  be  acre  efficiently 
handled  than  heretofore. 

A  club  liaison  committee,  composed  of  one  representatlre  from  each 
approved  organisation  was  formed  during  the  first  semester  and  proved  quite 
valuable.  Its  purposes  are  to  coordinate  the  common  interests  of  the  student 
bodyi  establish  direct  contact  with  the  S.G.A.  3oard  and  vice  versai  and  act 
as  a  clearing  house  for  all  general  as  well  as  specific  projects  of  the  Poard, 
In  conjunction  with  this  organisation  the  Hoard  reviewed  the  charters  of  all 
olubs  and  then  cancelled  those  which  were  outdated  or  Inactive. 

It  was  directly  through  the  efforts  of  a  few  members  of  the  Bo«rd 
that  the  washing  niachines  were  put  Into  the  dormitories  and  that  4n  efficient 
method  of  administering  the  cigarette  and  candy  machines  in  the  Adcclnlstration 
Building  was  instituted.

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Another  valuable  contribution  of  this  year's  Board  was  the  establish- 
ment of  a  student  health  insurance  plan  which,  although  it  is  not  as  yet  widely 
patronised  should  prove  most  beneficial.  The  Board  had  parklnp:  violation  sipne         \ 
made  and  asked  to  have  them  placad  on  the  windshields  of  all  cars  parked  Incor-         '.■ 
rectly.  • 

As  a  result  of  endless  investigation  and  specific  reeoaroeDdations 
of  various  mar.bers  of  the  outgoing  Board  a  Snack  Bar  is  to  be  opened  in  the 
cafeteria  In  September,  1950  for  use  during  afternoon  and  early  evening  hours. 
The  spirit  and  accom  dishments  of  the  19li9-1950  S.G.A.  Board  was,  I  believe, 
excellent  and  s^t  a  fine  standard  for  future  years. 

Onm  major  change  during  the  past  year  was  the  abolishment  of  all 
absence  excuses  except  those  given  by  the  '.'edical   ipartraent.  This  action  was 
taken  after  many  hours  of  research  concerning  the  value  of  and  objections  to 
the  issuance  of  excuses.  The  continuance  of  madical  excuses  was  felt  to  be 
necessary  to  safeniard  the  h'?alth  of  college  personnel  and  students,  ^ach 
faculty  member  now  deals  individually  with  his  or  her  absentees  but  Is  always 
assured  of  cooperation  from  the  Personnel  '.^apartment  concarning  excessive 
absences  if  he  or  she  desires  it.

The  dally  topics  listed  served  as  points  of  departure  for  a  class 
discussion.  Basic  information  for  the  stude  t  was  secured  from  the  text 
and  the  discussions  were  aotiTated  by  reference  to  daily  exoeriences  and 
fyttore  teaching  oro'^lsas. 

Students  were  required  to  orc^anise  their  thinking  on  several  of  the 
tooics  and  to  prepare  a  paper  reflecting  this  thinking. 

Six  short  tests  were  given  during  the  tern  to  check  their  reading 
of  the  text  and  a  temLnal  examination  tc  test  their  ability  to  do 
•xteaporaneous  thinklhg* 

B,  Freshmen  Interviews 

lach  student  enrolled  in  Integration  100  w«s  scheduled  for  a  per- 
sonal interview  at  the  beginning  of  the  semester.  This  was  in  the  nature 
of  a  get-«cquainted  interview  to  af  i'ord  an  opportunity  to  meet  and  talk 
with  the  student  and  to  become  aware  of  any  special  problems  that  might 
exist.  The  interview  was  wufficiently  non-directive  to  allow  the  student 
to  bring  up  any  problsms  on  hie  T.ind  auid  nrhero  indicatec^  a  more  directive 
technique  was  used.  Where  the  need  for  special  services  was  evident  stu- 
dents were  referred  to  them  -  speech,  composition,  reading,  health,  psy- 
chiatric, etc. 

Students  were  Invited  to  return  for  subseguent  interviews  where 
nmeded  or  desired. 

Anecdotal,  but  confidential,  notes  were  kept  on  each  interview, 

C»  Student  .'ersonnel  Interviswi  (other  ^lan  Yesbnen) 

Iklaoh  attention  was  devoted  to  personal  counseling  with  students  of 
all  classes.   I'he  nature  of  the  pz*oblems  ran  the  full  gamt  of  possi- 
bilities from  the  most  intimate  personal  and  fmaily  troubles  to  pure 
acadsBiic  routine.  In  each  case  an  honest  attempt  was  made  to  assist  the 
student  to  find  a  solution. 

D.  Scholarship  Guidance 

liie  Dean's  ''other  list"  was  renaied  the  "cholarship  nutdanoe  list. 
The  first  senester  the  list  was  compiled  by  the  'lean's  office  and  the 
counseling  of  major  oases  was  done  Jointly.  Th«>  second  semestwr  the  list 
was  compiled  by  the  Personnel  Cffioe  and  a  definite  effort  wtm  made  to 
counsel  with  every  student  on  the   list.  Approximately  90^  of  the  students 
(almost  200)  reported  for  an  interview,  ks   a  result  better  than  two  thirds 
of  the  students  on  the  list  were  alerted  to  their  predicament  sufficiently 
to  rsBove  thesiselves  froa  this  position.  At  the  end  of  the  term  66  stu- 
dsais  wsre  found  to  have  an  average  below  graduation  standing. 

Cf  the  66  students  this  office  reooanemded  to  the  Dean  that  20  be 
asked  to  withdraw  from  the  college.  Th«ee  20  had  aeadesdo  avwragea  below 
1.75  and  had  been  interviewwd  a  n«aiber  of  timee  and  advised  that  it  would

aeadsnle  5ttandln^  and  olacln  -  thflM  on  probation  for  one  seoMster.     At  the 
•aae  tlae  the  student  was  invited  to  come  t^  the  office  for  a  personal 
Interview  to  discuss  the  problem  and  to  atteapt  to  work  out  a  orofTam  for 
Meeting  their  difficulties*     \t  this  writing  the  interviews  are  not  com- 
plete but  to  date  betwewi  thirty  and  thirt/^five  of  the  students  and/or 
their  parents  have  responded* 

E,  Program  of  Financial  \ld  (Scholarships) 

At  the  beginning  of  the  Second  Stsiester  this  office  took  over  the 
a<Jblnistration  of  the  program  of  financial  aid  to  stidents.  The  progr** 
was  handed  to  us  in  excellent  form,  well  orj^anised  and  fanotioning*  For 
the  first  few  weeks  a  study  of  the  progrss  was  oade*  \   break-down  follows: 

State  Scholarships!  A  total  of  101  students  had  State  'Scholarship 
awards  valid  for  the  acadenic  /ear  19h9*50*  At  the  end  of  the  tera^stu- 
dente  were  notified  that  their  marks  did  not  wairent  the  continuance  of 
the  award*  Fourteen  other  students  were  notified  that  their  aoadenlc 
arerages  placed  their  awards  In  jeoporady  and  encouraged  thea  to  take  steps 
to  remedy  this  situation*  Thirty-two  entering  freshnen  have  been  awarded 
scholarships  for  the  acidaaic  year  1953-51*  At  this  writing  three  have 
withdrawn.  The  total  nuabes*  of  students  remalnlnp;  on  "tate  Icholarshlpa 
is  97  •  ^   cheek  will  be  aade  shortly  to  bring  our  totals  up  to  the 
allowable  quotas* 

^Vork  ^cholarshlne;  A  total  of  180  students  received  work  scholarship 
assl^menta  during  tne  second  stawster*  At  the  end  of  April  a  check  of 
the  tlao  worked  by  each  student  was  aade  and  the  student  was  notified* 
Those  who  had  not  worked  sufficient  hours  to  oomolete  the  allowable 
aaxiaxas  were  encouraged  to  do  so*  On  Vay  first  a  study  was  aade  of  the 
noaber  of  ^ours  worked  to  date  n.-tv*   projected  to  the  end  of  the  sesMster* 
Of  the  possible  30,000  hours  of  student  labor  available  only  about 
23,000  would  be  used*  i'hls  reoresented  a  loss  In  productive  labor  to 
the  college  of  7fOOO  hours*  Hence  the  drive  to  get  students  to  conplete 
their  assignments*  F\urtherf  it  is  our  intention  not  to  assign  a  work 
scholarship  to  a  student  for  another  year  who  has  been  reaiss  in  his  work 
this  year.  A  reduction  in  the  over-all  enrollment  has  cut  the  total  for 
the  next  year  to  l65  asslgnnents.  These  assignsents  have  now  been  aade 
and  -^ards  are  being  sent  to  the  students  notlfylni?  then  of  the  award* 
Tn  tnaking  the  selections  the  following  were  criteria:  Mo  student  shall 
receive  aore  than  one  kind  of  financial  asalstance;  no  student  on  acadealc 
probation  shall  receive  any  financial  assistancei  no  student  shall  be 
assigned  a  work  scholarship  if  he  did  not  perfora  complete  and  faithful 
servlee  ^  past  scholarships |  as  far  as  possible  the  desires  of  the  faculty 
for  the  assignaent  of  student  workers  and  the  desires  of  the  students  in 
selecting  "te-  ignaents  will  be  honored)  due  cognisance  of  the  nature  of 
the  atsistanoe  needed  and  the  abilities  available  will  be  shown;  every 
effort  will  be  made  to  ascertain  that  neither  the  faculty  nor  the  students 
shall  take  unfair  advantage  of  the  pTt)graB|  coaplete  cooperation  between 
the  personnel  office  and  the  food  serrlce  departaent  shall  be)  rendered  to 
proaote  its  efficiency  and  good  will*  A  closer  cooperation  between  the 
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personnel  office  and  the  rarlous  departAenta  hiring  students  for  cash 
will  be  maintained  to  alltrlate  any  Inequities.  A  o<nplete  and  accurate 
record  of  the  entire  prograa  is  on  file  in  this  office. 

Loan  Funds:  The  President  of  the  College  asked  this  officer  to  act 
as  secretary  of  the  tru8te<TS  for  the  Chapln  Loan  ?nn6   and  the  ^'raee 
Presnan  Scholarship  ?and.  'ilnutes  of  the  aeetlngs  of  these  two  boards 
are  on  file  In  the  Personnel  Office. 

4  bulletin  of  Tieneral  Infontation  on  the  entire  prograa  was  pub» 
llshed  and  sent  to  all  faculty  and  staff.  A  copy  Is  Appendix  B* 

f ,  Freshmen  Orientation 

A  prograa  f'or  ihe  orientation  of  the  entering  freshaen  In  '^eptaaber 
has  bean  organized.  Because  of  the  Jeirish  holiday  the  Freshmen  sill  arrlre 
on  rhursda/f  Septonber  llith.  The  class  has  been  or  anlaed  Into  six  groups 
of  a  -^roxlaately  53  students  each.  A  complete  schedule  for  the  aoveaent 
of  these  groups  throuph  the  process  of  orientation  has  been  worked  out 
and  copies  sent  to  each  student.  It  is  olanned  to  adalnlster  the  teerlcan 
Council  Psychol  plcal  "xaalnatlon  and  the  Kuder  r«ference  ^ec-rd  to  each 
of  these  students  and  to  have  them  meet  their  advisors  and  fulfill  all 
the  other  requirements  of  reg^lstratlon  in  orderly  groups  that  should 
prerent  long  waits  and  frequent  alstakes. 

The  ^ophoaore  class  executlre  coounittee  hare  worked  with  the  Per> 
•onnel  Office  to  coordinate  their  part  in  the  prorram  as  has  the  Junior 
Class  Big-Brother,  Blg-Slster  coaralttee. 

A  eommlttee  of  the  'student  ^overment  Association  has  worked  vrlth 
this  office  In  the  preparation  of  the  ARi^O  .IFADf  the  fresbnen  handbook. 

All  of  the  faculty  and  staff  who  will  be  concerned  with  the  orogrsa 
have  been  consulted  and  advised  of  the  final  plans.

The  students  displayed  intelligent,  democratic  thinking^ 
a  complete  lack  of  bias;  a  great  desire  for  truth}  an  nnsiferving  allegianea 
to  the  school;  and  an  Indefatlpuable  anount  of  energy,  ^t  was  a  pleasure 
to  wolsk  with  them.  One  o^  the  activities  with  which  this  office  was 
particularly  involved  wis  the  student  insurance  olan.  \fter  much  invest- 
igaticn  an  '•   collection  of  data  the  board  accepted  the  reci.— aniiatlon  of 
the  oomaiittoe  to  accept  the  l<edioal  nelaburseaent  Insurance  Plan.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN  FOR  THE  YEAR  1949-1950 

I.     TRENDS  AND  DEVELOPMENTS 

A.  STAFF 

The  year  1949-1950  saw  few  changes  in  the  Library.  As  reported  a 
year  ago,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  R.  Champney,  who  had  done  very  efficient  work  as 
a  typist  in  the  Cataloging  Department,  resigned  in  the  spring  of  1949,  and 
her  place  was  not  filled.  During  July  and  August  Mrs.  Sylvia  Haas,  who 
had  done  catalog  typing  as  a  student  assistant,  worked  for  100  hours,  and 
in  the  fall  Miss  Barbara  Bird,  Alumni  Secretary,  was  assigned  to  the  Library 
as  a  part-time  typist.  It  was  a  pleasure  to  have  Miss  Bird  even  as  a  part- 
time  staff  member,  but  her  resignation  on  July  1,  1950  again  left  the 
Library  without  an  experienced  cataloging  tyoist. 

No  other  changes  were  made  in  the  staff  durLng  the  year  1949-1950. 

B.  INSTRUCTION 

As  has  been  done  in  recent  years,  the  Librarian  met  the  Freshman  CI 

Class  during  Orientation  Week,  and  again  in  October,  when  she  gave  a  library 
lesson  as  an  "Introduction  to  the  College  Library"  in  each  of  the  sections  •! 

of  Social  Science  100-A. 

The  Librarian  also  met  with  the  Sophomore  composition  classes  when 
they  were  vrorking  on  research  papers,  suggesting  means  of  finding  materials, 
and  during  a  laboratory  period  in  the  Library  she  and  Mrs.  Mershon  helped 
the  individual  students  in  the  use  of  the  catalog  and  the  magazine  indexes. 

The  Librarian  was  asked  to  discuss  bibliographies  and  annotations 
vrith  the  Junior  class  in  Literature  for  Adolescents. 

The  lessons  to  the  seniors  in  the  401  classes  were  continued  and 
expanded.  The  Librarian  spoke  to  each  section  on  the  reference  books  and 
enrichment  materials  in  their  particular  subject  fields,  actually  showing 
them  the  books.  Miss  Fantone  also  gave  two  lessons  to  each  Senior  section, 
one  on  audio-visual  aids  and  one  on  teaching  aids,  and  this  year  Mrs. 
Winchester  was  able  to  resume  her  talks  to  the  seniors  on  the  biilletin 
board  as  a  teaching  aid. 

C.  INVENTORY 

After  ten  years  without  having  time  to  take  an  inventory,  we 
manap:ed  to  take  one  in  June,  using  money  from  fines  to  pay  students  to 
help  us.  The  losses  are  distressing.  A  classified  list  is  appended. 

D.  CURRICULUM  LIBORATORI   AND  TEJITBOOK  EXHIBIT 


In  my  report  for  1948-1949  I  mentioned  the  effort  the  Library  had 
made  to  bring  the  Textbook  Exhibit  up-to-date  and  to  inform  textbook  pub- 
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of  our  present  interest  in  the  elementary  education  f ielc  .  This  effort  has 
been  continued,  and  the  Dubliehers  have  continued  io  send  us  new  books  and 
new  editions  of  those  titles  already  on  our  shelves.  This  year  a  form  letter 
was  sent  to  the  cities  and  school  unite  in  New  Jersey,  asking  for  any  recent 
curriculum  materieils.  The  response  was  again  excellent.  Many  administrators 
wrote  letters  which  showed  their  appreciation  of  the  fact  that  such  a  collec- 
tion was  being  brought  together.  At  the  same  time  letters  were  sent,  asking 
for  courses  of  study  from  states  other  than  New  Jersey  and  from  cities  pub- 
lishing curriculum  materials.  A  small  e>.tra  sum  was  granted  the  Library  to 
pay  for  those  materials  for  v/hich  there  were  charges. 

The  use  of  the  Curriculum  Laboratory  and  Textbook  Exhibit  has  been 
extensive,  by  college  students  preparing  units  and  by  teachers  in  service 
who  are  on  committees  to  revise  local  curricula.  Wayne  Township,  when  set- 
ting up  the  curriculum  for  its  new  high  school,  brought  the  whole  staff  to  T 
the  Library,  and  then  borrov/ed  much  material.  The  circulation  of  curricula  ] 
and  textbook  exhibit  books  has  been  over  400  a  month.  h

F.  CHINA  INSTITUTE  '" 

At  the  recuest  of  the  China  Institute  of  New  Jersey,  the  College 
Library  was  used  for  the  workshop  this  year,  the  College  High  School  Library 
having  proved  too  small  to  accommodate  the  large  enrollment.  We  again  bor- 
rowed books  from  nearby  public  libraries:  the  Montclair  Public  Libr&ry,  the 
Bloomfield  Public  Library,  and  the  Public  Libraries  of  Verona  and  Rutherford, 
as  well  as  a  large  number  from  the  library  of  China  House  in  Nev<'  York.  Three 
members  of  the  Institute  also  loaned  books  from  their  private  collections  for 
the  use  of  the  other  Institute  students.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Brainard  set  up  in  the 
hall  cases  displays  of  Chinese  art  objects  borrowed  from  the  Montclair  Art 
Museum. 

G.  DISPLAYS 

Throughout  the  year,  as  in  years  past,  Mrs.  Erainard,  this  year 
assisted  by  Mrs.  Mershon,  has  arranged  displays  of  books  and  pictures  in  the 
main  library  room  and  in  the  Curriculum  Laboratory.  One  of  the  most 
interesting  of  these  was  an  exhibit  of  material  pertaining  to  American  folk- 
lore, arranged  to  correlate  vd.th  the  assembly  profTam  on  this  subject. 

H.  GIFTS 

During  the  past  year  the  Librarv'  has  received  gifts  from  several 
faculty  members.  The  1950  music  majors  gave  the  Library  a  collection  of 
scores  and  libretti  as  a  senior  gift. 

The  China  Institute  gave  $50.00  for  the  purchase  of  books  on  China, 
its  art  and  culture.  In  addition,  Mrs.  Willard  Church,  President  of  the 
Institute,  bought  and  gave  or  gave  from  her  own  collection  about  twenty-five 
books  and  pamphlets  on  Chinese  art,  philosophy  and  literature.

A.   STAFF 


Again  recommendation  is  made  of  the. long  overdue  promotions  of  Mrs, 
Brainard  to  the  oosition  of  Catsloger  and  of  Mrs.  Mershon  to  the  classification 
of  Assistant  Librarian.  A  special  memorandum  has  been  given  to  Dr.  Sprague  and 
to  Mr.  Siegel,  Business  Manager,  recommending  their  reclassification  in  Civil 
Service. 

A  cataloging  typist  is  urgently  needed.  The  frequent  necessity  of 
teschin'"  tv/o  or  three  part-time  typists  the  intricacies  of  catalog  typing  is 
wasteful  of  Mrs.  Briinard's  time. 
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The  loss  of  books  as  shovm  In  the  inventory  may  make  it  necessary  to 
institute  a  system  of  inspecting  brief-cases  as  the  students  leave  the  Library. 
This  has  been  done  in  many  college  libraries  in  this  area,  Viith  the  present 
small  staff  this  will  take  the  time  of  a  person  who  has  been  doing  nrofessional 
work  for  a  purely  routine  .iob,  and  will  thereby  automatically  decrease  the 
Librar7,''s  service  to  faculty  and  students.  The  anpointment  of  a  full-time 
assistant  to  help  with  tb-is  work  and  do  catalog-typing  is  strongly  recommended. 

B.  BUDGET 

An  analysis  of  the  standards  set  by  the  A.L.A.  for  degree-conferring   i 
institutions  shows  the  Library  book-  and  magazine-budget  below  the  minimum  for   ' 
a  college  of  the  size  of  M.S.l.C.  and  with  the  clientele  which  we  have  here. 
A  budget  of  $10,000.  is  recommended,  to  cover  the  rising  costs  of  books  and 
magazines,  so  that  the  Library  may  continue  its  policy  of  buying  new  books  as  ! 

recommended  by  the  faculty,  and  maintain  its  very  comorehensive  list  of  current  j 

magazines.  This  is  the  minimum  budget  recommended  by  the  A.L.A.  ^

1.  CHARGING  DESK  jj

The  Library  needs  a  new  sectional,  counter-high  charging  desk  to  ,        «I 
make  its  work  more  efficient.  The  present  desk  is  of  the  type  used  in  ni 

children's  rooms  in  public  libraries,  and  is  not  large  enough  for  efficient  ,r 

handling  of  the  circulation.  A  modern  desk  so  placed  that  the  reserve  books  13' 

could  be  in  closed  stacks  behind  it  would  also  lessen  the  losses  in  books. 

2.  LIGHTING 

Better  lighting  is  urgently  needed  in  the  room  housing  the  Cur- 
riculum Laboratory  and  Textbook  Exhibit.  In  the  evening  and  late  afternoon 
(when  more  people  use  this  room  than  at  any  other  time)  it  is  almost  impossible 
to  see  what  books  are  on  the  shelves,  let  alone  to  compare  one  with  another. 
Fluorescent  lights  over  the  stacks  would  relieve  this  condition.  The  request 
for  these  fluorescent  lights  has  been  made  four  times:  at  the  time  the  Curricu- 
lum Laboratory;  was  set  up,  in  my  report  a  year  ago,  and  as  a  definite  need  on 
the  list  of  requisitions  both  last  year  and  this. 

3.  PAINTING 

The  walls  of  the  Library  have  not  been  painted  since  1940.  The 
doors  and  walls  in  the  Reserve-Book  and  Circulation  Room  are  very  soiled,  and 
much  of  the  r)pirit  has  washed  off. 

4.  SHELVING  SPACE 

When  the  Library  was  moved  to  its  -present  quarters  an  estimate  of 
shelving  needs  for  three  years'  growth  was  made.  It  is  now  ten  years  since  that 
time,  snd  again  early  issues  of  many  of  our  magazines  and  all  the  Library's  col- 
lection of  German  books  are  in  the  attic.  Further  expansion  of  shelving  space 
is  definitely  needed.  Reading-room  space  is  also  needed  as  enrollment  has  in- 
creased, and  under  present  conditions  to  increase  book  space  would  be  to  cut 
down  on  student  space.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHAIRMAN  OF  THE  OR/.DUATE  COMmTTEE  19l9-19^ 
Th0  Graduate  Comnlttee  has  coiqpleted  another  year  of  woxk  and  study  of 
the  program  and  needs  of  the  Graduate  Division  of  the  College.  It  has,  in  general, 
been  a  busy  and  a  fruitful  year* 
Policies  and  Procedures 

1«  It  is  the  practice  noir  to  require  that  all  Integration  majors  have  teach- 
ing experience  befox^  con$)letion  of  work  for  the  Master's  degree* 

a«  In  general,  all  majors  in  Administration  and  Supervision  must  be  teach- 
ing or  hove  had  teaching  e^qperience  before  they  can  be  matriculated* 

b*  All  Oxiidance  and  Personnel  majors  must  have  tivo  years  of  teaching  ex  - 
perience  in  order  to  qualiiy  for  the  degree* 

2*  The  Committee  has,  during  the  year,  reconsidered  the  matter  of  hours  of 
attendance  in  courses  and  accompanying  credits*  It  has  reaffirmed  the  present  pol- 
icy with  regard  to  credits  to  be  given*  Mth  the  exception  of  workshop,  seminar, 
and  research  courses,  the  present  policy  is  one  in  which  the  nunber  of  semester 
hours  of  credit  equals  the  number  of  class  hours  of  meeting*  (S«e  coianent  on  this 

in  item  8  uzider  Needs)* 

3*  Irrespective  of  the  institution  urtiere  the  undergraduate  work  was  done, 

students  deficient  in  their  general  education  or  in  the  proposed  fields  of  special- 
isation or  in  supporting  fields,  should  be  required  to  make  curric\ilum  repairs  be- 
fore admission  to  the  graduate  division  or  at  least  before  admission  to  c  andidacy 
for  the  degree,  and  this  should  be  in  addition  to  the  mInlmtTm  requirement  of 

courses  of  graduate  rank* 

li*  A  graduate  of  a  liberal  arts  college  who  does  not  have  the  required  eighteen 

should 
semester  hours  in  professional  education  for  the  teaching  certificate  if  he  wishes 

to  major  in  Integration,  take  twenty-four  semester  hours  awvr  and  above  the  re- 

qfuirement  for  certification,  or  he  should  be  asked  to  take  his  Master's  woxk  in  his 

subject-matter  area*  Reasons  for  this  aret 

a*  By  steering  such  students  into  the  sribject  matter  fields,  their  prepara- 
tion in  the  major  field  would  be  more  nearly  equal  to  that  of  our  own  graduates* 

b*  This  will  prevent  a  liberal  arts  graduate  from  attaining  his  teaching  cer- 
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tiileata  and  his  degrae  In  Adniniftratlon  and  SupexTriaion  on  a  oara  alx  aaaaatar 
hours  crr^T  and  above  the  eighteen  semester  houz*s  required  for  the  teaching  certi- 
ficate which  man^r  haye  done  in  the  past. 

e*  In  order  to  be  certified  for  a  principal  ship  or  a  supervisory  position^ 
the  graduate  must  noir  hare  twenty-four  semester  hours  over  and  above  the  eighteen 
required  for  the  teaching  certificate,  Ihen  the  student  is  granted  the  degree  in 
AdndJilstration  and  SiqwrTlsion,  ire  feel  that  he  should  meet  all  course  requirenenta 
for  placement  oven  though  teaching  experience  msy  not,  at  the  tins,  tneasxire  up* 

5*  Students  iilio  have  had  no  professional  education  courses  and  vho  are  work- 
ing toward  certification  may  apply  no  more  than  ei^t  hours  of  such  courses  toward 
a  Master* 8  degree  in  a  subject-matter  field. 

6.  A  student  with  a  bachelor's  degree  undertaking  a  second  curriculum  which 

la  largely  of  undergraduate  character^  will  not  be  permitted  to  count  such  crediti 
tonard  a  Vaster* a  degree • 

?•  It  is  our  present  policy,  in  line  with  recommendation  of  Dr.  Partridge  and 
Dr.  Frasar,  to  Inspect  very  closely  the  records  of  students  from  other  colleges  who 
cone  to  us  as  candidates  for  certification.  If  a  candidate  needs  student  teaching, 
he  is  not  likely  to  be  accepted  here  unless  his  previous  work  and  his  personal  qual- 
ifications are  of  such  calibre  that  we  are  willing  to  matriculate  him  for  the  Master*  a 
degree.  Only  after  acceptance  for  matriculation  will  the  student  be  considered  a 
candidate  for  a  student  teaching  appointment.  This  has  been  advised  by  Dr.  Part  - 
ridge  and  Dr.  Fraaer  because  of  the  number  of  our  own  student  teachers  who  must  be 
supervised  and  the  limitation  on  time  that  staff  members  can  give  to  supervision. 
Registration 

A  good  deal  of  attention  has  been  given  to  the  problems  of  registration  of 
graduate  students.  Aa  a  conaaquence  of  reooimendatlons  by  comisittees  after  study  of 
the  problems  involved,  the  process  of  registration  has  been  considerably  facilitated. 
Registrations  at  the  mid'Vear,  for  the  summex^-session,  and  the  cun*ent  fall  semestar 
have  proceeded  without  involving  much  delay  at  ary  point  for  the  students.  Much 
credit  should  be  given  for  the  fine  cooperation  of  all  staff  Baabers  who  have  bean 
aaked  to  take  some  of  the  ratpoosibility  for  registration*

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Publicity  about  the  Grad\Mit«  Progrmm 

Ulneographed  materials  outlining  graduate  offeringa  were  distributed  early 
in  June  to  all  of  our  19^0  seniors* 

Oxmduate  students  have  received  some  ndBSOgrapbed  materials  publicizing 
gxBduate  offerings.  This  was  done  durizxg  the  regJar  year  and  in  the  VKamntv   session* 
It  is  the  opinion  of  menbers  of  the  Graduate  Conndttee  that  our  most  enthusiastic 
support  coiBSS  f^m  students  who  know  Montclair  and  what  it  has  to  offer* 
Social 

Miss  Sherwin  planned  two  social  events  for  graduate  students  during  the 
year*  Tea  was  served  in  Chapin  Hall  on  two  afternoons  of  the  week  and  coffee  in 
Russ  Hall  on  Saturday  morning  of  the  same  week*  Dates  for  this  in  the  fall  semester 
were  January  10«  12  and  Hi  and  in  the  spring  semester  April  25«  2?  and  29*  All  grad- 
uate students  were  given  mimeographed  notices  inviting  attendance  at  any  one  or  all 
of  these*  The  response  was  very  fkvorable  and  we  believe  that  such  events  help  to 
foster  better  acquaintance  and  improved  understanding  between  students  and  staff* 

Tha  Graduate  Committee  has  proposed  that  there  should  be  a  president's 
reception  for  Master  of  Arts  candidates  for  the  June  and  August  graduations  each 
year*  This  might  be  another  inportant  step  in  bolstering  the  prestige  of  graduate

A*  Deveiopments  and  Trenda  -  General 

In  viewing  the  present  educatlonti  eituation  one  has  to  b«  a 
confiriBed  optimist  to  s«e  in  the  overall  trends  any  subatantial  support 
of  the  teaching  of  foreign  languages.  The  general  public,  influenced  by 
economic  pressures,  is  finding  its  greatest  ii^terest  in  subjects  of  instruc- 
tion capable  of  providing  iajuedietely  salable  sklllsj  its  eyes  tre  not  focussed 
on  the  HuManities,  those  areas  of  knowledge  »nich  enable  the  citlzeri  to  ac  ieve 
Carlyle's  goal  of  "plain  living  and  high  thinking."  Educators  have  drop^ied 
their  sights  to  the  level  of  the  messes  and  are  thinking  ssainly  iu  terae  of 
education  for  the  Democratic  l^ay  of  Life.  It  would  appear  no?,  that  education 
in  the  future  will  be  concerned  only  *ith  providing  the  .nasi^es  -^ith  that  amount 
of  kno*ledf-e  necessary  for  liviiig  comlortabiy  in  a  democracy.  This  means  that 
every  young  person  shall  be  •quipped  with  a  readily  balabie  si^-ill  -.vdch  *ill 
solve  the  economic  problem  and  enough  general  knowledge  to  ensure  his  entrance 
into  den  cratic  society  . ithout  excessive  embarrassment.  Thir  educatlonri.  trend 
is  Quite  in  line  v. it:;  th«  characterietic  leveling*  process  of  the  democratic  way 
of  life.  It  is  appearing  clearly  in  the  contemporary  interest  in  Life  Adjust- 
■ent  Education,  a  scheme  rhlch  proposes  to  prepare  young  people  in  a  given  geo- 
graphict^l  '  rea  with  the  information  essential  to  co(iiiortabj.e  living  i.  that  area. 
One  would  be  rather  dull  not  to  see  in  this  Life  Adjustment  program  standprdised 
vocational  education  as  the  ultimate  .^pal.  In  it  there  seesf  to  be  little  place 
for  the  humi.uities  as  such,  anci  less  for  the  foreign  languages  *hich  underlie  the 
study  of  humane  letters  no   substantially.  A  recent  report  has  it  that  President 
Conant  of  H,- rvard  thinks  the  huaonities  but  reltxatione  ox"  the  mind  of  t>.ose  v.ho 
have  already  secured  a  general  education.  By  "tT®neral  education"  he  undoubtedly 
means  educf tion  for  the  democratic  way  of  life.  Kith  thds  report  in  mind  it  is 
not  dif i  icult  to  bnlieve  another  rumor  to  the  effect  that  Harvard  will  soon  aban- 
don all  entrance  requirements  in  foreign  languages. 

Tho  trend  which  I  have  set  forth  has  already  had  its  efiect  upon  the 
teac^inR  of  langiieges  in  Kev  Jersey.  Curtailment  of  foreign  i:.ngut.ge  offerings 
in  the  high  schools  has  reduced  the  tixe  devoted  to  langUc'.ge  study  in  most  high 
schools  to  two  yetra.  At  Mjntcltiir  this  curtailnient  hf.s  resulted  in  the  neces- 
sity of  our  having  to  accept  inadequately  trained  candidt^tes  for  our  Itnguege 
work,   rhereas  we  uaed  to  demand  at  i'^att  three  or  four  yetrs  of  hii^h  school 
language  prep^rotion,  we  must  now  ad!jiit  those  bringing  only  two  yeprs,  and  those 
two  years  not  at  all  standardised.   In  certain  fields,  nott-biy  in  L.  tin,  the 
sources  of  candidates  from  the  public  high  schools  have  netrly  dried  upj  we 
arc-  nov  filling  our  quota  of  prospective  Latin  teachers  mainly  from  the  Parochial 
schools. 

Five  years  ago  r.hen  the  present  trend  became  too  apparent  to  be 
neglected,  the  teachers  of  ancient  and  .-uodjrn  ianguiiges  in  New  Jersey  united 
their  strength  in  a  Joi  t  Activities  Committee  dedicated  to  the  interests  of 
foreign  language  teaching.  The  work  of  the  Comirittee  has  centered  on  the  pre- 
servation of  the  status  quo  in  iangui-ge  teaching,  the  posribility  of  expansion 
beyond  the  current  two  yes^r  period  and  the  improvement  cf  classrooa  teaching. 
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five  years  of  effort  h&Te  resulted  in  gretter  Interest  6,t  Trenton  in  foreign 
lengUHge  teac'^ing,  the  sponsoring  by  the  Ctste  of  a  new  syllabus  for  the 
teac'^iing  of  Spanl£;h  oai  the  calllnt,  of  a  n- tion-wlde  conference  at  Princeton 
on  the  future  of  foreign  language  teaching.  This  conference  la  set  for  the 
letter  ^x  rt  of  February  of  1951.  As  chairman  of  the  Joint  /.ctirlties  Committee 
I  have  already  jpent  a  day  of  conferences  with  the  Princeton  cuthorities,  eri eng- 
ing  the  details  for  this  meeting  in  February.   In  1915  I  "afc  present  at  Princeton 
at  a  great  conference  called  to  counteract  the  assaults  on  the  study  of  Greek; 
in  Febr  airy  the  matter  of  foreign  languc^ge  study  will  not  be  merely  discussed, 
action  will  be  takien  to  implement  the  resolutions  made  at  that  time.  Future  edu- 
cation rhoul^  not  be  c?ncentrated  on  learr.inc  to  live;  it  should  include  eT^ry 
opportunity  for  leprr,ing  ho«^  to  live.  It  appears  non  that  thie  more  abundant 
type  of  ed-icetion  Ie  beini;  relegeted  to  the  independent  (privete)  schools.  The 
casual  attention  beinc  given  to  the  gifted  students  in  the  public  schools  is  a 
case  in  point. 

B.  Developments  and  Trenda  -  Particular 

1.  The  Spanish  Curriculum 

Under  the  able  x.eadership  of  Miss  de  Escoriaza,  our  s.jeciaiist  in 
Spanish,  the  work  of  Spanish  has  been  maintained  at  a  high  standard.  Among 
the  first  to  recognite  the  importance  of  South  America  in  connection  vrith  the 
study  of  r'  —  '.-h,  she  Intro  iuced  Into  the  college  curriculum  an  entire  year 
of  'ork  1.     'inic  American  civilization.  For  some  ysare  she  taught  t!.ii>  work 
from  a  mimeographed  naanuscript  .-hich  she  had  prepared.  During  those  years  Lhe 
WES  iniictent  upon  sending  some  of  .'Ur  cpaniiih  .T^ajors  for  periods  of  study  in 
the  Arg(>ntine  and  Peru.  Today  her  students  enter  the  field  of  Spanish  tc aching 
In  Nev  Jr-rsey  with  intimate  knov.ledge  of  all  fields  of  Spanl^ih  civilizttion. 
It  ^h.2   tis  same"  teachar  »ho  a  eb.-y  sensed  the  comliig  of  the  great  interett 
in  Sy&nish  v.ith  the  opening  of  TJorld  T^ar  II  and  through  extra-curricular  Spanish 
courses  was  prepared  to  meet  the  sudden  dcm£nd  for  additional  teachers  of  Sppnish 
at  thst  time,   fh-^  is  at  present  ecfng  as  conpultent  for  the  Sttte  iyllabus  for 
the  teac'^ing  of  Spanish.  Tfe  are  extremely  fortuntte  in  having  t  ds  remarkable 
teacher  at  llontclair.  Our  Spanish  curriculum  is  always  ahead  of  contemporary 
trends . 

2.  The  French  Curriculum 

This  year  has  seen  the  return  of  French  to  a  position  fairly  comparable 
to  that  which  it  held  prior  to  the  last  war.  Regletrt-.tlon  for  next  year  in 
French  is  nearly  equal  V:   that  in  Spanish  end  points  cletrly  to  the  fact  thet 
there  is  an  ebidin-  Interest  in  French  in  thf>  \A^   schools  that  the  war  only 
dsmpened,  but  did  not  destroy.  Much  credit  for  the  present  French  situation 
at  Sontc^fir  If  due  to  our  two  teachers,  Wrr  .  Creesey  and  Miss  Tonone.  '        '  ■^1 

attention  is  iue  thi?  year  to  Mrs.  Cressey'r  activity  in  reviving  our  el . 

exchan?Te  with  France.  This  has  taken  the  form  of  sendin  :  students  to  France 
f.Hvi  to  close  connection  rith  the  French  lUnlrtry  of  Education.  Mrs.  Cressey's 
efforts  during  her  trip  to  France  last  summer  have  been  very  fruitful.  In 
addition  to  her  work  in  behalf  of  cur  o»"n  exchange  system,  Mrs.  Cressey  has 
arranged  for  at  least  on?  of  our  students  to  be  enrolled  for  the  M.A.  degree 
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at  the  Dniveralty  of  Maryland,  the  work  to  be  tajcen  Abroad.     In  French  then, 
aa  in  Spanish,  it  i»  throu^   the  ef  .orte  of  wide-eiirajce  teachers  that  M-  ntc^air 
has  cone  to  aean  so  mich  to   the  State  In  the  matter  of  foreign  laiigufc;.:e  teacher 
pre  pet  ration. 

3.  The  Latin  Curriculum 

Tvrenty  years  ago  the  present  curriculum  in  Latin  nas  set  up  at  Hontcialr. 
Its  results  hare  prored  its  worth.  The  c jroprehensiTeness  of  its  offerings,  wtLlch 
include  not  only  Latin  fundamentals  but  also  an  introduction  to  Classical  Archae- 
ology, Palaeography,  Epigraphy,  Ancient  Geofraphy,  and  PhiloBophy,  supplies  our 
Latin  mfijore  with  a  reasonably  complete  preperntion  for  teaching  Latin  at  the 
sscondary  and  college  levels.   For  those  who  elect  to  teach  at  the  elementary 
level,  as  as  present  is  so  necessary,  the  Latin  curriculum  supplies  a  vast  store 
of  informeti'^n  which  can  be  tapped  for  iij-Ut trativo  .tateriai  of  a  very  inspira- 
tional type.  Knowledge  of  Latin  has  proved  inva-^uable  in  the  effective  teaching 
of  elementery  English.  In  the  iBatter  of  teacher  plticeaent  it  is  reas.-uring  to 
notice  the  speed  with  which  the  Latin  majors  are  elected  to  school  poiiitions. 

^.  The  Language  Curriciilum 

The  choice  of  Mrs.  Knecht  to  continue  the  work  in  Linguistics  and 
the  History  of  Language  which  was  so  popular  and  fruitful  during  the  long 
service  of  Miss  Littlefield  has  been  fully  justified  by  the  r«&-J.te  *hich 
she  has  accomplished  this  3^ar.  This  course  entitled  "The  Foundations  of 
Language"  is  required  of  all  college  students.   Mrs.  Knecht' s  influence  and 
scholarship  is  thus  spread  far  beyond  the  limits  of  the  Language  Depi-rtment. 
Students  of  all  departments  of  the  college  have  been  enthueiastic  in  their 
comments  on  the  worth  of  this  course  to  tham.  Miss  Littlefield  has  a  worthy 
successor.  During  the  cur  ent  year  Mrs.  Knecht  has  continued  her  study  in 
preparation  for  the  revival  of  Language  415,  another  favorita  course  of  Miss 
Littlefield. 

5.  Departmental  Activities 

During  this  year  much  activity  has  taken  place  in  connection  with 
foreign  student  exchange.  T^iis  has  been  made  possible  by  use  of  the  receipts 
of  the  two  langut^je  festivals  of  the  preceding  years,  ^n  this  conriection 
it  io  noteworth  th&t  two  French  students  were  sent  to  France  and  one  Spanish 
student  to  Mexico  City.  Upon  arrival  at  Straasburg  in  Franca  one  of  our  stu- 
dents was  immediately  placed  on  the  faculty  of  a  French  institution  as  a  teacnerj 
the  other  has  been  called  upon  throughout  the  year  for  special  instructional 
work  and  public  addrestrss.   Excelxent  liot:  ces  of  their  contributions  have  been 
received  frou:  Trench  authorities.  Ve  expect  the  same  fine  testimonials  from 
our  stu -ent  in  Mexico.   Mrs.  Cressey  and  Miss  de  Escoriasa  (lave  been  in  cht.rge 
of  the  exchange  arrangements.   FolloKing  s  period  oL    study  in  Martinique  and 
Trinidad  Niss  Tonone  has  devoted  her  efforts  to  the  work  of  the  College  French 
Club.   She  has  been  instrumental  in  preparing  several  of  her  students  for  work 
during  the  summer  at  L&val  University  in  Canada.  Miss  Peloro  has  furnished

Knecht, 
besides  studying  throughout  the  year  at  Colimbia,  has  been  an  i«;)ort&nt  member 
of  the  Activities  Commit tes.   She  lias  .ad  the  direction  of  the  Italian  Club 
during  the  year  and  has  bsen  its  teacher  of  Italian.  Hiss  Cali&ndro  ht^s  con- 
ducted one  of  the  High  School  Latin  classes  with  her  usual  success.  Next  year 
shs  will  be  in  charge  of  a  second  Latin  class.   As  for  my&elf,  my  «>ork  as  chair- 
man of  the  Activities  Committee  has  ta^en  up  much  of  my  attention.  This  in 
addition  to  the  adniinistrative  detail  related  to  lay  position  as  head  of  the 
Language  Department.

3.  No  changR  has  teJcen  place  in  respect  to   the  storing  of  gyKnasiiut 
equipment  in  the  corridor  ieaiing  to  the  Language  Office.     This  has   been  a 
wretched  inconrenience  and  poeitire  hasard  for  at  least  fifteen  years  and 
should  certainly  not  be  allowed  to  contiriue  any  longer.

I.   TRENDS  AND  DE7EL0PME!^TS 

The  mathematical  laboratory  continued  to  intrigue  members  of  the 
department  with  its  possibilities  as  an   aid  to  our  own  students  and  to  teachers 
in  New  Jersey.  It  may  be  that  our  hopes  and  plans  may  have  outrun  the  possible 
adrancement  in  its  functioning.  At  any  rate,  it  did  show  some  advance  in  its 
possible  usefulness  and  we  again  look  to  another  year. 

A  library  was  established  by  the  gift  of  approximately  1,000  volumes 
from  Dr.  Mallory«s  library.  Other  members  of  the  department  have  contributed 
generously  to  this  library  and  some  boot  companies  have  added  books  to  it. 
When  the  gifts  are  f i  ally  completed,  the  library  will  ::ave  a  collection  com- 
posed of  elementr-ry,  secondary,  and  college  texts  in  mathematics,  texts  in 
higher  mathematics, and  in  the  teacliin^  of  mathejiatics,  and  texts  interesting 
because  of  their  historical  value.  The  library  is  valuable  to  students  in  the 
College  as  well  as  to  instructors. 

The  problem  of  interesting  students  in  teacldng  in  elementary  school 
was  a  live  one  throughcut  the  year,  all  members  of  the  staff  being  alert  to  its 
urgency.  The  internship  of  students  in  Mathematics  308,  where  they  ob^ierved 
teaching  In  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  of  the  junior  high  school  and  then 
met  with  the  instructor  to  discuss  whjit  they  liad  seen,  was  effective.  Improve- 
ments and  extensions  will  be  made  another  year. 

It  seeE?s  evident  that  any  group  of  instructors  can  render  service  to 
teachers  in  the  schools  of  New  Jersey  to  the  extent  that  they  are  familiar  with 
the  problems  of  the  teachers.  This  familiarity  can  be  attained  only  by  visits 
to  schools,  membersiiip  in  societies,  and  attendance  at  and  participation  in 
teacher  conferences.  The  members  of  the  mathematics  staff  are  all  fully  ccf>- 
nizant  of  these  possibilities.  Contributions  to  the  work  of  the  College 
end  to  the  teaching  of  mathematics  in  both  the  State  and  the  Nation  were  made 
by  members  of  the  staff.  A  few  of  these  are:

During  the  fall  of  the  past  y©ar  Professor  Clifford  conducted  a 
course  in  teaching  of  Business  **atheinatics  for  Teachers  Coliec:e,  Columbia 
University.  During  the  suiOEer  just  .mst  he  delivered  a  lecture  to  the 
mathematics  division  of  Teachers  College  on  "Mathematics  Concepts  and  Con- 
sumer Education."  He  also  addressed  the  New  York  meeting  of  the  National 
Council  of  Mathematics  Teachers  on  "Mathematics  for  Pligh  School  Seniors." 

Ilr.  Clifford  is  serving  on   two  iraportsJit  mathematics  com-idtteea. 
One  is  the  State  Com:  ittee  on  Matheniatics  Curricula,  which  is  at  .jresent 
preparing  a  program  in  Consumer  Mathematics  for  the  Senior  High  School. 
The  other  is  a  National  Committee  on  Coordination  of  Mathematics  and  Indus- 
try, jointly  sponsored  by  the  American  Mathematical  Association  and  the 
National  Council  of  Teachers  of  Mathematics. 

In  addition  to  these  activities  of  a  departmental  nature,  Mr. 
Clifford  served  on  several  state  educational  committees.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  coamittee  on  prediction  of  college  success,  which  has  prepared  a  manual 
for  use  in  high  schools.  He  has  served  as  Representative  on  the  Council  of 
State  EmployBes,  In  the  Association  of  State  Teachers  Colleges  he  lias  served 
on  the  Executive  Cominittee,  is  Chairaan  of  the  Salary  Committee,  and  ]ias  been 
elected  President  of  the  Association.  He  1-as  also  served  as  Program  Chairman 
of  the  New  Jersey  Association  of  Mathematics  Teachers,  and  he  organized  a  new 
sectioE  of  tliis  society  devoted  to  the  articulation  of  high  school  and  college 
mathematics. 

In  the  field  of  Statistics  and  Quality  Control  his  continued  activity 
is  indicated  by  >iis  service  on  the  Advisory  Comirdttee  of  the  American  Society 
for  Quality  Control,  Chaii'manship  of  the  Progrsun  Committee  fop  the  Rutgers  Con- 
ference on  Quality  Control,  and  his  talk  on  "The  Use  of  Control  Charts"  at  the 
N.Y.U.  Conference  on  Cost  Reduction  and  Control  of  Quality.

A  bettor  balance  to  the  program  of  the  mathematica  department  would 
be  obtained  if  the  science  majors  could  take  the  one  semester  course  in 
matheroatics  fop  science  majors  in  the  spring  instead  of  the  fall.  It  In   recom- 
mended that  this  change  be  :aa.de   for  another  year. 

While  the  members  of  the  mat?ieiaatica  deptxtinent  are  in  full  sympathy 
with  the  program  to  train  olementajy  teachers  and  tlius  relieve  the  critical  short- 
age of  teachers  in  that  field,  they  believe  tliat  the  plans  for  attaining  this 
end  should  bo  laore  flexible.  That  is,  there  are  obriously  a  number  of  students 
who  should  not  be  recommended  as  teachers  in  tlie  elementary  achoo.'L.  Even  though 
they  may  be  scholars,  t)iey  may  lack  the  feel,  the  inspiration  for  teaching  little 
children . 

In  the  senior  year  of  the  College  High  School  there  should  be  a  one- 
semester  course  in  Consiiiner  Mathematics.  There  is  no  argument  needed  to  sliow 
that  college  preparatory  students  nead  such  a  course  even  more  than  other  stuaents. 
Since  man^  of  the  seniors  in  the  tlitJti  School  do  not  take  **athematics  At   it  is 
believed  the  course  can  be  easily  scheduled. 

There  are  a  nimber  of  young  instructors  in  the  Mathematics  Department 
who  have  not  liad  much  experience  in  teaching  below  the  col-egn  level.  The 
sug;^estion  is  made  that  plans  be  considered  whereby  those  instructors  could 
teach  on  an  exchange  basis,  in  local  schools.  In  that  way  tteir  I'utupe  useful- 
ness to  the  teachers  of  New  Jersey  would  be  enhanced. 

Mr.  Sensale,  classified  as  an  assistant  instructor,  because  of  Ids 
efficient  work,  liic  great  value  to  the  College,  should  receive  a  promotion  to 
instructor.

I  wish  to  make  the  following  recommendations  perteiniiig  to  the  Music 
Department. 

A.  A  marked  reduction  in  the  teaching  load  of  all  members  of  the  music 
staff.  At  present  the  music  staff  is  lieavily  burdened  by  "hidden  hours" 
w'rich  do  not  appear  on  their  teacliing  load.  Exaa^le:  The  88  concerts 
and  extra-c\irricular  anisic  activities  listed  on  pages  2,  3,  4,  and  5  of 
t>iis  report  represent  many  "hidden  hours"  of  rehearsals  on  the  part  of  staff 
members . 

B.  The  addition  of  a  o:  rt-tinie  staff  member  to  teach  Integration  47 5A, 
Fundamentals  of  Elementary  School  Music,  to  general  students  who  wish  certifi- 
cation in  the  Elementary  School.  During  the  past  year  123  general  students 
elected  Integration  475  A.  The  number  will  increase.  Our  present  staff  is  "trined 

to  give  tMs  course,  but  does  not  have  time.  If  it  is  desirable  to  offer  courses 
in  Elomentajy  School  music  for  general  students,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
bring  in  additional  help  in  this  area. 
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IV.  RECOMI.IH^DATIONS  (Continued) 

C.  Change  the  content  of  Music  100,  Music  Appreciation,  to  Include  the 
rudiments  of  imisic  for  those  students  who  plan  to  take  Integration  i4.75  A, 
Fundamentals  of  Elementary  School  Music.  Tl-is  may  necessitate  re-scction- 
ing  students  on  the  basis  of  interest  in  Elementary  School  Certification. 
At  present  our  general  students  do  not  have  enough  technical  background  to 
profit  by  a  methods  course  in  Elementary  School  Music. 

D.  A  full  time  secretary  for  the  Music  Department.  Because  of  the  per- 
sonalized instruction  necessar..  in  giving  a  riiusical  education,  the  number 

of  part  time  instructors  on  the  staff,  the  care  of  music  equipment,  practice 
schedules  in  applied  music,  extra-curricular  music  activities,  field  trips 
and  the  many  services  rendered  by  the  Music  Department  to  the  College, 
community,  and  State,  tne  administrative  ce tails  of  the  Music  Department 
are  extremely  time-consuming.  They  require  the  services  of  a  full  time 
secretary.  Work  scholarship  students  do  not  suffice.  They  do  not  admit 
of  continuity  in  assignment  and  cannot  assume  responsibility. 

E.  Instruaental  lockers  iii  the  Rehear S£il  Room,  Music  Building,  to  be 
used  exclusively  by  students  for  instrument  storage.  For  acoustical  rea- 
sons these  lockers  should  be  made  of  wood.  For  economy  of  space  these 
lockers  should  be  built  to  order, 

F.  Exchange  the  Music  and  Modem  iianguage  rooms  in  the  College  High  School. 
At  present  ?lusic  is  being  taught  in  Room  5;  Modem  Languages  in  Room  6. 

The  Music  classes  have  outgroim  Room  5;  the  Modem  LangUr^ge  classes  do  not 
need  the  space  in  Room  6.  Originally,  Modern  Languages  were  taught  in  Room 
5.  Mrs.  Cressey  prefers  this  room  for  her  classes.  An  exchange  of  rooms 
is  therefore  agreeable  to  both  parties. 

G.  Removal  of  all  gift  collections  from  the  open  shelves  in  the  Music 
Library  and  housing  these  collections  in  book  cases  or  a  seporate  room 
where  they  will  be  less  liable  to  be  stolen.  The  Mark  Andrews  Memorial 
Collection  and  the  C.  0.  S.  Howe  Memorial  organ  collection  are  being 
depleted  by  students  who  take  these  books  without  charging.  We  must  not 
permit  these  splendid  collections  to  gradually  disappear  from  omt   shelves, 

H.  Closer  supervision  of  the  Music  Alcove  by  the  Library  staff  and  the 
adoption  of  some  system  of  checking  out  books  which  will  prevent  students 
from  taking  books  without  charging.

The  following  figures  indicate  the  enrollment  in  the 
Social  Studies  Department  during  the  second  half  of  the 
year  Just  ended.   It  will  be  noticed  that  they  are  somewhat 
below  those  of  the  preceeding  year,  though  not  greatly.   But 
It  is  also  to  be  noted  that  an  abnormal  proportion  of  the 
whole  is  made  up  of  the  senior  class,  graduating  in  June.

The  enrollment  of  ;JaJors  last  year  was  286,  of  minors 
151,  of  whom  71  were  veterans.   And  a  considerable  proportion 
of  the  present  senior  class  is  made  up  of  veterans.   With 
their  graduation  the  veterans  -  for  the  time,  at  any  rate  - 
will  be  out  of  the  picture.   If,  however,  it  is  desireable 
to  maintain  numbers  It  should  be  said  that  the  applicants  for 
admission,  both  in  1949  and  in  June  of  1950  included  a  very 
considerable  number  of  students  with  superior  records  (much 
better  than  those  of  many  accepted  in  some  earlier  years) 
whom  we  were  oblifred  to  reject  in  order  to  keep  numbers  down. 
Should  this  trend  continue  there  should  Ve  no  difficulty  in 
maintaining  such  enrollment  as  we  wish. 
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The  numbers  of  students  matriculated  for  the  Piaster's 
dec^ree  remains  high,  and  consequently  the  problems  Involved 
in  that  situation  remain.   I  refered  to  these  in  ray  report 
last  year.   The  requirements  for  the  degree  in  the  Social 
Studies  department  are  such  as  to  entail  a  good  deal  of 
supervision  and  advice  for  each  student  on  the  part  of  some 
instructor.   Each  candidate  is  required  to  select  some  fairly 
broad  subject  in  some  still  broader  field  and  to  prepare  an 
elaborate  syllabus,  or  paper,  summarizing  his  or  her  findings; 
the  subject  rau?t  be  sufficiently  problematical  as  to  involve 
analytical  thought  and  critical  Judgement.   A  minimum  of  three 
meetings  with  the  sponsor  is  called  for  by  the  instructions 
which  each  candidate  receives.   Since  most  of  these  candidates 
are  working  teachers  appointments,  as  a  rule,  are  at  hours 
Inconvenient  for  the  sponsor,  and  it  often  happens  that  more 
than  the  required  number  of  meetings  is  necessary.    What 
further  complicates  matters  is  that  there  tends  to  be  a 
concentration  of  subjects  in  certain  fields  which  means  that 
if  the  candidate  is to  receive  the  best  advice  and  guidance  the 
load  of  sponsorship  tends  to  fall  on  a  few  persons  p.nd 
therefore  to  be  excessive.   This  year,  for  example,  if  the 
most  desireable  assignments  had  been  mafe,  one  person  would 
have  had  five  candidates  under  his  guidance.   Such  a  load  is 
out  of  the  question  and  the  only  way  of  avoidin7,  it,  at 
present,  is  to  assign  the  candidate  to  some  less  desireable 
sponsor.   I  would  recommend  that  the  duties  of  sponsorship 
be  evaluated  in  terms  of  teaching  laours  and  that  the  necessary 
adjustments  in  the  sponsors*  teaching  lead  be  made  accordingly.

It  seems  to  me  that  the  sponsoring  of  three  candidates,  wUch 
certainly  Involves  in  most  cases  more  than  fifteen  hours  of 
time,  be  resrarded  as  one  credit.   In  view  of  the  fact  there  are 
usually  considerable  reductions  of  actual  teaching  hours  in 
the  second  semester  for  many  instructors  -  the  extra  hours 
nov;  being  used  for  observation  of  seniors  -  it  would  appear 
that  no  great  administrative  difficulties  would  be  encountered 
in  making  the  adjustment  I  have  proposed. 

Last  year,  also,  I   mentioned  soem  of  the  unsatisfactory 
features  connected  with  undergraduate  observation  which  we 
hope  to  put  into  effect  next  year  and  which  we  believe  will 
result  in  more  practical  benefits  for  the  observer.   Our 
present  method  is  to  require  a.  total  of  sixty  observations, 
thirty  for  Juniors,  thirty  for  Seniors,  but  of  a  more  or  less 
hlt-or-miss,  unsupervised  character.   The  new  plan,  which  will 
apply  to  the  Juniors  in  the  first  instance,  is  as  follows: 
each  Junior  will  be  assigned  each  semester  to  some  particular 
high  school  instructor  for  a  specified  period  of  time,  so  that 
the  total  hours  per  student  per  year  will  equal  thirty  as 
before;  these  observations  will  be  dally  and  continuous  during 
the  period,  so  that  the  student  can  observe  the  development   of 
units  and  note  daily  progress;  also,  the  student,  during  that 
period,  will  be  expected  to  participate  as  much  as  possible 
in  class  work  -  helping  with  papers,  observing  individual  cases, 
working  with  groups,  even  teaching  a  little  if  the  class  work 
lends  Itself  to  thp t ,  -  in  general,  acting  as  a  kind  of 
assistant  to  the  instructor;  as  much  as  possible  each  student 
will  be  given  opportunity  during  the  year  to  v/ork  on  both 
the  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  level.   The  instructor  will 
report  back  to  the  departnr.ent  his  or  her  Judgment  of  each 
student,   thus  enabling  us  to  spot  early  individual  weaknesses; 
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students  who,  throup;h  poor  attendance  or  for  other  reasons, 
fall  to  satisfy  the  Instructor  v;lll  be  asked  to  repeat  the 
assignment.   We  hope  and  believe  that  this  plan  will  overcome 
many  of  the  weaknesses  of  the  present  one.   We  think,  too.  It 
will  supplement  and  contribute  to  the  period  of  Junior 
observation  In  the  public  schoolswhlch  Is  proposed  for  next 
year;  In  other  words,  we  think  each  will  help  the  other. 
In  certain  directions  there  has  been  Improvement,  I 
believe.  In  the  culture  background  courses,  required  of 
freshmen  and  sophomores  -  due  largely  to  the  fact  that  It  has 
been  possible  to  concentrate  this  work,  for  the  most  part,  In 
the  hands  of  teachers  experienced  In  It.   I  have  said  often 
before  that  this  seems  to  me  a  prime  essential  for  the 
satisfactory  building  of  such  courses.   A  large  part  of  the 
course  In  Civilization  and  Citizenship  has  been  in  the  hands 
of  Dr.  Clayton  who  not  only  likes  It  but  knows  what  he  v;ants 
to  do  with  It;   while  one  division  each  has  been  assigned  to 
Miss  Stevrart  and  Mr.  Walter  Kops ,  who  are  new  to  It,  both 
these  Instructors  work  well  with  Dr.  Clayton  and  Mr.  Kops  has 
the  advantage,  as  a  Montclalr  graduate,  of  being  already 
familiar  with  them  -  Dr.  Rellahan  teaching  all  of  the 
Contemporary  Economic  problems  divisions,  Miss  Stev^art  those 
dealing  with  Contemporary  Social  Problems,  while  Mr.  Flncher 
has  had  most  of  the  work  in  Contemporary  Political  Problems. 
This  is  not  to  say  that  the  set-up  in  the  200  courses  is 
ideal:  the  fact  that  they  are  two  point  courses,  taught  in 
compartmented  fashion,  is  foundamente-lly  undeslreable,  in 
my  opinion.   The  result  is  bound  to  be  a  certain  lack  of 
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unity  and  -  for  the  student  -  lack  of  a  sense  of  proprress. 
If  it  were  possible  administratively  to  convert  these  two 
point  courses  into  two  three  point  courses  -  all  sophomores 
taking  the  first  half  the  first  eemester,  all  taking  the  last 
half,  the  second  -   as  is  done  in  the  cape  of  Civilization  - 
many  advantages  would  occur.    There  are,  however,  difficult 
teaching  assignment  problems  involved  in  this  arrangement. 

While  the  Civilization  workhas  improved,  we  do  not  think 
It  has  reached  the  point  where  no  improvement  can  be  made.   V/e 
have  been  aware  for  some  time  that  one  of  the  earliest  and  most 
admirable  objectives  of  the  background  courses  has  been 
weakened  if  not  lost  -  namely,  the  integration  of  the  work  of 
the  different  subject  matter  departments  in  the  culture 
background  fields.   Next  year  an  effort  will  be  made  to  bring 
back  a  measure  of  this  integration;  and  by  a  change  of  method. 
The  plan  involvesan  effort  to  fuse  more  effectively  the 
course  in  Civilization  and  the  course  in  World  Literature.   The 
experiment  will  involve  at  first  only  one  division;  in  the  case 
of  this  division  the  hour  in  World  Literature  will  be  followed 
by  the  hours  which  that  division  gives  to  Civilization  -  or 
visa  versa  -  and  two  teachers,  one  in  English,  one  in  Social 
Studies,  will  have  charge  of  the  class  for  a  two  hour  period, 
sometimes,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  work,  devoting  the 
whole  time  to  Literature,  sometimes  to  English,  or,  if  the 
situation  demands  it,  merging  the  two  subjects.    Dr.  Clayton 
will  have  charge  of  this  division  for  the  Social  Studies 
department  and  Dr.  Young,  I  understand,  for  English. 

Another  matter,  referred  to  in  last  year's  report, 
which  should  not,  I  think,  be  lost  sight  of,  I  return  to. 
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While  nothlncr  much  can  perhaps  be  done  at  present,  the  need 
for  remdy  in  the  future  should  not  be  forgotten.   I  refer  to 
the  practical  elimination  of  elective  courses  as  a  result  of 
the  elementary  training  program.   There  Is  a  strong  feeling  on 
the  part  both  of  students  and  staff  members  that  the  lose  of 
such  courses  is  most  unfortunate;  It  helps  to  make  the 
elementary  program  unpopular.   Majors  fell  that  they  need  such 
courses;  staff  members  feel  that  the  students  need  then  and 
also  that  they  give  aariety  and  stinrulation  to  their  own  work. 
It  seems  probable  that  the  international  situation  will  result 
in  a  considerable  number  of  teaching  vacancies  in  Senior  High 
School  with  many  fewer  possible  replacements  from  Liberal  Arts 
sources;  while,  I  suppose,  the  pressure  for  elementary  teachers 
continues,  it  may  well  be  that  an  institution  such  as  ours 
should  regard  its  first  service  as  being  to  the  Senior  High 
School. 

Several  members  of  the  staff,  during  the  past  year,  have 
been  productive  outside  their  regular  college  work.   Dr.  Moffatt 
has  published  a  volume  In  the  field  of  teaching  methods  which 
has  been  widely  reviewed  and  commended;  it  is  an  impressive 
book  in  size  and  content  and  represents  much  effort  on  his 
part.   The  syllabus  on  New  Jersey  History,  undertaken  by  the 
state,  isabout  ready  for  publication  and  Dr.  Gooden  has  a  large 
share  of  responsibility  for  that,  work,  which  has  been  admirably 
done.   Dr.  Flncher  has  been  steadily  at  work  on  his   Doctoral 
theslsand  will  very  soon,  I  understand,  receive  his  degree. 
Tovrard  the  end  of  the  year  Montclalr  State  Teachers  was 
honored  by  being  selected  as  one  of  eight  teacher  training 
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Instututlons  In  the  United  States  to  act  as  an  experimental 
center  for  the  Civic  Education  Project  being  directed  by 
Teachers  College  Columbia.   TV.is  project,  in  itspresent  stage 
of  development,  is  working  primarily  in  the  field  of  Social 
Studies.   Their  plan  involves  the  direction  of  the  project  in 
each  selected  institution  b/  some  one  person.   Dr.  Frank 
Clayton  has  been  chosen  to  act  for  Montclair  in  this  capacity. 
Dr.  Clayton's  first  interest  for  many  years  has  centered  about 
such  objectives  asthe  project  is  Intended  to  serve;  his  work 
at  the  college,  especially  in  the  Civilization  courses,  has 
given  him  experience  and  convictions  with  respect  to  desireafcle 
methodsand  practices.   His  appointment  will  mean,  however,  th^t 
for  the  first  semer-ter  of  next  year,  his  services  to  the  college 
will  be  lost,  so  far  as  teaching  is  concerned.   Both  this  fact 
and  the  results  of  his  work  at  Columbia  are  likely  to  involve 
some  necessary  readjustments  at  the  college;  Just  what  these 
will  be  it  is  impossible  to  predict  at  the  moment. 

So  far  as  the  physical  needs  of  the  department  are 
concerned,  I  can  only  repeat  what  has  oftne  been  said  before. 
The  needs  are  numerous;  but  they  will  cost  money,  and  many  of 
them  seem  at  present  beyond  remedy.   The  deaprtment  greatly 
needs  more  effice  room  and  more  filing  equipment  -  and  the 
latter  is  dependent  upon  the  former.   Materials  accumulate 
with  each  passing  year  and  it  becomes  more  and  more  impossible 
to  keep  them  in  orderly  fashion  and  available  for  the  uses  to 
which  they  should  be  put.   Our  cramped  quarters  make  It  next 
to  impossible  for  individual  staff  members  to  do  effective 
conference  and  guidance  work. 

There  are  two  needs,  however,  which  I  think  even  our 
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limited  financial  means  could  and  should  support,   A  decent 
typewriter  Is  necessary  for  every  Individual,  to  say  nothing 
of  nine.   All  the  members  of  the  department,  Including  myself, 
have  at  our  dipposal  Just  one  a  red,  second  hand  almost  good- 
for-nothing  machine,  repaired  again  and  again  and  constantly 
in  need  of  something.   It  would  also  be  most  desireable  if 
an  attractive  paint  job  could  be  done  in  the  offices.   The 
varnished  v/ood  work  is  both  unsightly  and  gloomy;  what  is 
needed  is  several  coats  of  light  p8.int.

T^c  Academic  year  of  1949-1950  showed  a  definite  incresa*  oyr   the 
previouF  ysf-i,  not  only  in  the  total  attendance,  but  aleo  in  the  number  of  VeteraAS 
attending  this  Division  eicd  the  number  of  students  enrolleo  for  graduate  credit. 
Likewise,  tbf-rh  vae  an  Increase  In  the  nuabcr  of  stut'eutK  adaitted  to  the  daytime 
courses  of  the  College  while  enrolled  in  the  Part-lime  Division.   In  'act,  the 
most  outstanding  fact  of  the  year  is  the  very   large  numler  of  ctudente  attending 
the  da^-time  courses.   In  many  instances,  only  one  student  will  enter  a  section, 
another  student  will  enter  another  section,  and  two  or  tlicee  students  will  enter 
a  third  section  of  a  given  course.   This  adds  a  ^reet  deal   of  ciericol  wor^  to  the 
regular  work  of  the  Division,  but  that  is  not  important.   VHst  is  i::iportant  is  tne 
cue?tion  as  to  whether  all  graduates  should  not  be  concentrated  Lite  one  section, 
so  that  the  teacher  could  organize  special  work  for  the«.   For  example,  if  the 
reason  a  graduate  student  is  enrolled  in  a  sophomore  course  for  certification  be 
that  until  now  he  has  never  given  any  thought  to  tne  field  of  education,  it  might 
well  be  that  he  needs  special  attention  throughout  the  course.   If  such  a  student 
is  to  do  good  work  in  student  teaching,  his  weaknesses  need  to  be  discovered  early. 

Likewise,  if  the  ntudents  ta<in^  voric  with  the  Seniors  are  tc  use  tieir 
credits  toward  the  A.M.  degree  at  Montclair,  t-hey  also  nignt  well  be  concentrated 
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into  one  section  of  a  courea.  If  this  trend  is  to  continue,   I  should  iilce   to 

see  graduate  sections   seL  up  aod  listed  in  advanoo,   with  t'.e'  unJ.ersta  idin^:  that 
only  graduate  atuuents  sould  enter  then.

In  19>i9,  there  were  offered  courses  for  tiine  v'eeks,  for  Seven  Weeks,  and  for 
a  Post-Summer  Two  Weeks.   Students  were  accepted,  cs  usual,  from  other  colleges 
for  credit  to  be  talcen  beck  to  their  owr;  institutions.   Such  students  enroll  In  the 
sarie  Division  of  the  College  as  do  the  Graduates.   Many  of  the  students  in  the 
China  Institute  are  still  without  a  bfchelor's  degree.   Thus  the  percentat^c  of 
graduntes  is  lower  for  the  suiraier  than  it  wes  for  the  spring.   However,  the  total 
enrolL^ient  of  graduates  this  spring  vas  only  ^09,  while  for  this  summer  it  is  A98. 

Compared  with  the  Summer  of  19^^''',  the  figures  show  a  5^ till  greater  increase: 
the  total  enrollment  having  been  ULL   in  this  Division,  with  328  Graduates. 

The  growth  of  our  Graduate  Division  has  been  steady  and  satisfactory.   It  is 
partly  due,  no  doubt,   to  the  eagerness  of  the  Veterans  to  use  up  their  G.I.  Funds 
before  the  final  date  allowed  them  for  this  work.    It  is  due  also,  in  part,  to  the 
attendance  of  our  own  graduates  who  desire  to  take  the  courses  that  will  giv(-  them 
the  elementary  education  endorsement  on  their  secondary  teaching  certificates.   It 
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Is  due,  finally,  to  the  efforts  that  hrve  been  made  by  the  Graduate  Committee  to  in- 
'.erest  our  Senior  Students  in  working  for  the  Master's  degree  now,  because  the  fifth 
'Rar  of  work  may  soon  become  prerequisite  for  high  school  positions.   There  seems 
•  o  rr^ason  to  doubt  that  this  Division  of  the  College  will  continue  to  grow  for  ye^rs 
.J   come.
